■welfare has been sent to F rance by 
th e American Red Cross. 
At its head 
is Dr. William P. Lucas, professor of 
pediatrics in the University of Cali­ 
fornia. and o riginator of th e “ Save a 
Belgian Baby” movement. 
Before the w ar the b ir th r a te and 
dea th ra te in France were so nearly 
equal th a t publicists 
voiced 
th eir 
concern over the fu tu re of the na- j 
tlonal 
life. 
Last 
year, 
however, i 
w ith the death rate probably over 20 j 
per 1000, not countin g deaths of men ; 
in m ilitary service, th e birth rate 
was officially estimated at only 8 per 
1000. 
In New York state th e birth 
rate is 23 or 24 per 1000, th e death 
rate about 14 per 1000, 


The total deaths in F ra n c e in 1916 
were about 1.100,000. 
B irths n u m ­ 
bered only 312,000. 
Tile net loss in 
population was 788,000, or nearly 
two per cent of th e whole. 
In Paris, 
where 4 8,917 babies were born in 
the year ending August I, 1914, only 
26,179 were born in the second year 
of the war, ending A ugust I, 1916. 
“T h ere is a cryfng need for effec­ 
tive work am ong children,” cables 
Major Grayson M. P. Murphy, head 
of the American Red Cross commis­ 
sion now in France.
